Trailer Ideas as Freight Carriers. 

The Legislature of the State ef New 
Jersey Is devoting considerable time to 
the consideration of a bill whloh Is In¬ 
tended to bestow upon trolley Itnee the 
right to carry freight. Delegations of 
farmers have bean given bearing*, at 
which they maintained that a freight ser¬ 
vice on the trolley lines would materially 
aid them to get their produce, especially 
milk, perishable fruit and v» get ibJ&e to 
the markets of Philadelphia an I New 
York. The bill has passed tbe fc enate. 

Representatives of such steam rail¬ 
roads as tbe Erie, Delaware, Lacka¬ 
wanna and Western and the Lehigh 
Valley have appeared to oppose the bill. 
Judge Gilbert Collins, speaking for tbs 
Erie and the Lehigh Valley railroads, 
urged that the trolley companies ought 
to organise under the general railroad 
laws If they want greater power. In 
many cases they were given the right 
to use highways with the understanding 
that they were to do a paaeengar busi¬ 
ness only. He mentioned tbe fact that 
here are 2.503 miles of railway to New 
Jersey, andthe railroads employ, not in¬ 
cluding machinists, clerks • end ste¬ 
nographers. over 18,900 men,' He de¬ 
plored any wild effort that woald affect 
so large a number of men and an enor¬ 
mous amount of Invested capital. 

The proposition to allow trolley Hoes 
operating In tbe country to carry freight 
is much lese objectionable than would 
be penffiaeioo to operate ears over lines 
in cities and towns, and this would be 
necessary if tbe oars are to reach proper 
terminals at markets and depots. Ad 
issue baa been raised in Lons Angeles, 
Cal., where the city prosecutor caused 
tbe arrest of a motormao on a claim tnat 
tbe company's franchise does net envoi 
tbe right to operate freight care ou lines
